The  accompanying  cuts  are  intended  only  to  give  a  general  idea  of 
the  designs,  and  should  not  be  taken  as  giving  fair  representations  of  the 
artistic  effect  of  the  goods,  which  will  be  found  on  inspection  and  trial 
all  we  represent.

DIRECTIONS. 

Glue  the  ornaments  on  whenever  it  can  be  done,  as  no  other  material 
holds  glue  as  well.  When  they  are  to  be  attached  by  screws,  as  when 
the  work  is  already  finished,  bore  the  holes  with  an}'  kind  of  a  bit  that 
will  remove  material  and  that  has  not  a  gimlet-pointed  screw-threaded 
end.  —  a  gimlet  is  entirely  unfit  lor  the  purpose,  and  is  likely  to  crack 
the  work.  Bore  the  holes  a  little  larger  than  in  natural  wood,  as  the 
material  is  not  yielding. 

X.  15.  —  We  furnish  goods  to  match  Ash,  Chestnut,  and  other  light 
woods,  only  when  specially  ordered,  and  then  only  at  fifteen  days'  notice 
and  twenty  per  cent,  addition  to  list  price.
